Board Minutes Corning, lowa June 30, 2015

The Adams County Board of Supervisors met at 9:00 am on Tuesday, June 30, 2015, with the following
members present: Linda England, Leland Shipley, Merlin Dixon, Doug Birt, and Karl McCarty. The meeting
was called to order by the Chair, McCarty. Dixon moved, seconded by Birt to amend the agenda to add placing
the oldest ambulance out for public bid at 9:45 am. All supervisors voted aye. Motion carried. The agenda for
the day was read and approved.

Birt moved, seconded by Shipley to approve utility permit 15-03 for Farmers Mutual Telephone Co. All
supervisors voted aye. Motion carried.

England moved, seconded by Shipley to approve utility permit 15-04 for Mid-American Energy. All
supervisors voted aye. Motion carried.

Lisa Swanson, the Mental Health Advocate, discussed with the board the changes the State of lowa is
making to their employment status. She informed the board she was to become an Adams County employee
starting July 1, 2015 but the State didn’t have all the rules written yet. Lisa said she would update the board as
she was given more information. No action was taken.

England moved, seconded by Dixon to approve the Mental Health Advocate’s Compensation. All
supervisors voted aye. Motion carried.

Birt moved, seconded by Shipley to reappoint Kathy Ennis as the Treasurer representative and Wayne
Page as the Sherriff representative and to appoint Mary Miller as the Recorder representative to the
Compensation Board. All supervisors voted aye. Motion carried.

Birt moved, seconded by England to set the Medical Examiner Fee at $150 for a flat rate and if there are
additional charges it will be at a rate of $50 per hour. All supervisors voted aye. Motion carried.

England moved, seconded by Dixon to hold a public bidding for the old ambulance. It’s a 2001 Diesel
Freightliner, Model MED Conv FL60, Style CC, 6 Cylinder. It has 260,345.8 miles and will probably need 4
new batteries. Bids must be submitted to the Board of Supervisors via the Auditors office by 10:00 am on July
21%, The Bid opening will be held on July 21% at 10:00 am. All supervisors voted aye. Motion carried.
